Jr. et al . discusses a sensual 
check clearing system in which various financial institutions can 
settle debit and credit balances with respect to other institutions 
on a periodic basis. 

The patents to Myatt et al . and Page et al . relate to 
various account transaction systems and were included as being of 
general interest .
